Tbey only give the number buried in 
coiis»:C'ated ground — and they <lo not 
give that fully, At yet these official 
ultra Spanish reports of burial per- 
u>itH insued admit that in tho province 
of Banta Clara tbero have died and 
been buried since Weylei'a fiat, 71,* 
817 persons. The nuniber o( people 
tor whoso death Weyler is directly 
responsible, is 155,132 in Santa Clara 
l)roviiice. Santa Clara has so far 
been by tar the leaiit dctftitute of the 
provinoea. Il has many cattle and 
note very thick population. Be- 
tween its 68 per cent dead to Pin- 
del Rio's admitted so per cent., are 
the proviaces of Matanias and Uava 
na, with a GO and 70 per oe t mortal 
ity respectively.
